US 27 To Have New 
Green Hi-Way Signs 


Change of several thousand 
U. S. numbered route markings 
on Florida highways to five 
basic colors, as an aid to tour- 
ing motorists and to help elim- 
inate a serious traffic hazard, 
will start within the next 30 
days, it was revealed August 
8, by Wilbur E. Jones, State. 
Road Board chairman. 


Florida will be the first state 
in the nation, Jones said, to 
standardize all U. S. route signs 
by color. Five basic colors will 
be used on reflectorized signs 
to designate Federal routes 
throughout the state. 

First route to be marked will 
be U. S. 27, which extends from 
the Georgia line, north of Tal- 
lahassee, through the center of 
the state to Miami, Jones said. 
This route will be marked with 
green signs its entire length, 
with the markers' placed every 
214 miles on alternate sides of 
the, road. 

The Road Board chairman 
said that use of colors on the 
signs will "prove a definite 
safety factor by enabling the 
motorist to more readily follow 
the route by observance of the 
continuous coler, as well as by 
number." 

He pointed out that use of 
color will be of particular value 
at intersections where, often, a 
half dozen or more. different 
route signs on one standard face 
the fast moving motorist. 

Signs on U. S. 1, Jones an- 
nounced, will be marked im red. 
to match similar red U. S. 1 
signs recently erected in Con- 
necticut and Washington, D. C. 

“Werchecked all of the South- 
ern and Eastern seaboard states 
before selecting our colors,” 
Jones explained, “to make sure 
our color plan fits into the pat- 
tern of other states. This sur- 
vey revealed that, to date, only 
Connecticut and the District of 
Columbia have started similar 
programs, although others are

You've no doubt heard it said that small business is in a bad 
way these days. 

A report from the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, based on government figures, tells a very different story. 

In the last year corporations with assets of less than $250,000 
far better than the average for corporations of all sizes. It is 
true that business failures have increased since 1950. 
the number of new incorporations shows a greater increase — 
36 per cent against 24 per cent. 

So the Chamber asks this apt question: If the pessimistic 
reports about small business were all true, how could such large 
numbers of new businesses spring up?

A short time ago, for instance, a great deal of approval was 
given to an American Weekly article by former Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue Coleman Andrews, in which he urged that 
the income tax be repealed and abandoned, and that en entirely 
new and more equitable system of taxation be devised to take 
its place. 

Other authorities don't believe reform should go this far. 
But they do agree that major thanges are necessary. Represen- 
tative Daniel Reed, of the all-important House Ways and Means 
Committee, states that the top bracket income tax rate, now 91 
per cent, should be greatly reduced, that all bracket rates should 
be graduated downward to conform to the new top rate, and that 
the law should be simplified by the elimination of as many 
special exemptions as possible. Representative Mills of Arkansas, 
also a member of Ways and Means, has expressed similar views. 

Actually, even very substantial reductions in top bracket 
rates would have relatively small effect on government revenue— 
for the reason that comparatively few people are in these income 
groups, and their payments can't make much of a dent in our 
incredibly big federal budgets. Yet confiscatory taxation hurts 
the whole country by depriving it of investments that otherwise 
would be made in productive enterprise — and would create 
jobs and opportunities for us all.

Who Is St: Patrick? 


That question is asked each 
year by thousands of Americans 
as they tune in their radios and 
television sets on or about 
March. 17. 

Better yet, these wondering 
persons throw up their arms in 
dismay as, program after pro- 
gram praises their Irish-Ameri- 
can neighbors and extols the 
merits of their patron saint, 
Despite the apparent antics of 
fun-loving people everywhere, 
this is a serious day for the 
whole Christian world. Here is 
why. 

Patrick was the son of a Brit- 
ish deacon who at the age of 
16 was caught by pirates-and 
taken captive to Ireland. After, 
many years he escaped, and de- 
siring to bring the Gospel to 
those among whom he had 
dwelt so long, he received or- 
dination, and returning in 432 
labored in Ireland until his 
death in 461. The Rt. Rev. J. 
W. C. Wand, retired bishop’ of 
London,” says that St. Patrick 
received episcopal consecration 
from St. Martin of Tours. Re- 
gardless of who consecrated 
Patrick bishop the Christian 
world should be thankful for 
his efforts in spreading the 


Trinitarian faith among the 
Irish people. The shamrock 
with its three leaves for the 


Father, the Son and the Holy 
Ghost bears witness in this mod- 
ern period to the Irishman's de- 
votion to Almighty God. 

The Church of Ireland, an 
ancient and honored part of the 
Anglican Communion and a sis- 
ter Church to the Episcopal 
Church in this country, honors 
St. Patrick's Day as well as do 
millions of devout Roman Cath- 
olics throughout the world. The 
Irish Prayer Book contains this 
collect for the feast day: 

"O Almighty God, who in thy 
providence didst ‘choose thy 
servant Patrick to be the apostle 
of the Irish people, that he 
might bring those who were 
wandering in darkness and error 
to the true light and knowledge 
of thee, Grant us so to walk in 
that light, that we may come at 
last to the light of everlasting 
life; through the merits of Jesus 
Christ thy Son our Lord. Amen." 

The Epistle to be read at his 
memorial is Romans 8:31-49 
which ends with that wonderful 
statement of faith in the love 
of God. This seems to express 
ery well the strength of con- 
viction so mainfested in the life 
of this bishop of the undivided 
Church. : 

The Gospel is St. Mark 16:- 
15-20 which, although the gen- 
uiness of this passage is ques- 
tioned' by some authorities, in- 
dicates the kind of authority 
given by our Lord to thase who 
go forth to preach the Gospel, 
"They shall pick up serpents, 
the Gospel says, and this. may 


have relation to the legend 
about St. Patrick and the 
snakes. 


Just a generation after St. 
Patrick, the Irish missionaries 
went forth from the Columban 
monasteries named for St. 
Columban who himself had 
come from the Celtic monastery 
at Bangor on Belfast Lough. 
Columban and twelve compan- 
ions, preached in Britain and 
Gaul.

Extended Inducements 
Offered To Mėn In 
FH Patrol Schools 


The Florida Highway Patrol 
today issued an appeal for ap- 
plications from which to choose 
men to attend future patrol 
schools and told"of extended in- 
ducements including a lowering 
of height stándards, and, pay 
increases from $75 to 200 pery 
month for recruits while in 
training. 

Comdr. H. N. Kirkman said 
that height requirements have 
been reduced from five feet and 
10 inches to five feet and eight 
and one-half inches in stocking 
feet. The height measurements 
had caused several hundred po- 
tentials in the past not to be 
able to get into the school. 

Other requirements continue 
unchanged. Applicants must 
have at least a high school edu- 
cation or its equivalent, weigh 
160 pounds, between 21 and 35 
years of age, have 20-30 vision 
in each eye without correction 
and have been a resident of the 
state for two years at least, 

Application blanks may be 


secured from any patrol station. 
located throughout Florida, or, 
by writing to the Department 
of Public Safety at Tallahassee. 

"When trainees finish our re- 
cruit school here in Tallahassee, 
said Comdr Kirkman, they get 
an automatic pay increase of 
$275 a month immediately, and 
there are regular annual’ pay 
raises until at the end of 15 
years, a trooper is making $425 
per month.

Be Vacuum Type 


Construction is now underway 
on a precooling plant using the 
new vacuum system of opera- 
tion. The precooler, which will 
be owned and operated by the 
Florida Vacuum Cooling Cor- 
poration is being constructed by 
B. A. Roemer Construction Com- 
pany. 

The plant is being built on a 
section of the I. L. Price prop- 
erty on State Road 441 between 
the Lake Drive-in Theatre and 
the Animal Hospital.

60% Of It's Beef 
And Is Increasing 


ing and packing plants turned 
out $72,304,000 warth of finish- 
ed products in 1954, the last date 
for which figures are available. 
This production covers 39 
plants classified. primarily as 
packer-slaughterers. In addition 
to these, and not included in 
the total, are plants which make 
meat products from purchased 
meats, plants which slaughter 
only and farm slaughterings. 
All told, meat processing and 
packing is a $100 million busi- 
ness in Florida, the Florida State 
Chamber of Commerce reported 
recently. 

The 39 plants had a combined 
payroll in 1954 of $6,238,000. 
Employees receiving this payroll 
are given in this week's busi- 
ness review of the State Cham- 
ber's research and industrial di- 
vision as numbering 1,523 in 
production work, including part- 
time workers, and 444 in ad- 
ministrative and clerical posi- 
tions. 

These plants spent $62,435,000 
in purchasing raw materíals;| 
fuel and. electricity. The bal- 
ance, $9,869,000, represents the 
value added by manufacturing. 
The 1954 production is an 
illustration of the narrowing of 
the gap between consumption 
and production of meats in 
Florida. Currently the state 
raises and processes about 60 
per cent of the red meat volume 
consumed by residents and visit- 
ors in the state. Prior to World 
War II this proportion was con- 
siderably smaller,

Instead of taking an out-of- 
state vacation this year I have 
decided to do some Florida ex- 
ploring. Recently I took time 
out on my way to Miami to visit 
some of the state's newer at- 
thactions that I had not seen. 

My first stop was at the James 
Melton Autorama, located eight 
miles south of the Palm Beaches 
on U. S. 1. Housed in spacious 
buildings amid beautiful land- 
scaped surroundings is a mus- 
eum worth several hours of any- 
body’s time. As a hobby, James 
Melton began purchasing early 
models of American and foreign 
automebiles, antique music 
boxe and phonographs, old fire 
engines, and ihis collection be- 
came so” expansive that he de- 
cided to establish a permanent 
home for these interesting relics 
in Florida. 

Browsing around, the amaz- 
ing exhibit was thrilling, par- 
ticularly to-an oldster like my- 
self who can remember the days 
when the Buick White Streak, 
the Stanley Steamer, Pope To- 
ledo and other horseless car- 
riages snorted along our dirt 
roads at 20 or 30 miles an hour 
in a cloud of dust; or, Thomas A. 
Edison's gramophone with its 
old breakable wax records and 
morning glory horn, found in 
the living rooms of those who 
could afford such luxuries. 

Wfile the Autorama itself is 
well worth the price of admis- 
sion, Melton has added another 
attraction that surpasses the 
museum itself which he calls 
"America the Beautiful" This 
is a huge cyclorama that tells 


the thrilling story of American 
history, growth and progress in 
a series of striking murals creat- 
ed by the celebrated muralist, 
Bernard Preston Thomas. 

It is a breath-taking series of 
action-packed scenes which 
[completely encircle the walls 
jand ceiling of a huge circular 
room; nearly 6,200 feet of paint- 
ed canvass. The painting is over 
200 feet in circumference, 11 
feet high and has three rows of 
contour panels from one to five 
feet high extending from the 
base of the wall around the en- 
tire hall.

$43,000 In Scholarships 
Awarded By Fisher Body 


Twenty American boys have 
combined hard work and super- 
ior talent into a golden harvest 
of University ^ Scholarships 
valued at $43,000. 

Nine of the boys have been 
named national winners in the 
1956 Fisher Body Craftsman's 
Guild model car competition 
and share $32,000 in scholar- 
ships ranging in value from $5,- 
000 to $2,000. 

Eleven more of them won 
$1,000 scholarships on the basis 
of exceptional designing ability. 

Two extra awards are includ- 
ed because of Guild regulations 
providing for duplicate honors 
wher anyone connected with 
General Motors wins an award. 
Normally, 18 scholarship awards 
are made, 

These 20 boys now join 140 
previous national winners of 
the competition in the Body by 
Fisher Hall of Fame. Altogeth- 
er the 160 master craftsmen 


have received university scho- 
larships valued at $484,500 

Since the competition began 
in 1930, Fisher Body has dis- 
tributed more than a million 
dollars in national, regional and 
state awards to youthful crafts- 
men. 

Enrollment for next year's 
competition begins in Septem- 
ber with $115,000 in a 
cluding the university 
ships, to be distributed 


Sugarcane Bagassee 
Finds Practical Use 


A long-time dream of profit? 
able utilization of sugarcane 
| bagasse appears about to come 
true at last. It is being made 
into poultry litter, stock feed 
and paper products. 

Under the heading, Bagasse 
Gets a Future, Agricultural Re- 
search, monthly journal issued 
by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. in its July issue 
says: 

"Bagasse — the fibrous resi- 


due of sugarcane that remains 
after crushing the stalks for 
juice — may soon have as much 
commercial utility tonnagewise 
as the sugar obtained from the 
cane. Through processes devel- 
oped at USDA's Northern Utili- 
zation Research Branch, Peoria, 
IlL, unbleached or bleached 
pulps suitable for corrugated 
boxboard, newsprint, and fine 
papers can be manufactured 
economically from whole ba- 
gassee or, better from pith-free 
bagasse fiber. 

Worldwide, the supply of ba- 
gasse is immense, For every 
pound of sugar produced, more 
than a pound of bagasse ac- 
cumulates. Since it takes almost 


50 billion pounds of sugar to 
help satisfy the world's: sweet 
tooth, more than 50 billion 
pounds of bagasse are available 
for a variety of industrial ap- 
plications. 

"Two main kinds of tissue 
make up bagasse — hard, strong 
fibers that form the outer cov- 
ering and support of the cane, 
and pith cells that contain the 
{Sugar juices: These pith cells 
[lack fibrous structure “and 
jstrength; they should be remov- 
ed for most effective utiliza- 
tion of fiber. 

"Turning bagasse into paper 
jhas long been possible. But old- 
ler ways of separating pith were 
|impractical, and destructive of 


the fiber. So it was economi- 
cally and technologically im- 
possible for bagasse paper to 
compete with the wood-pulp 
product. 

‘Now, principles of the mech- 
anochemical process have been 
applied along with highly prac- 
tical methods developed and 
tested on a commercial scale by 
ARS researchers to separate 
pith from bagasse fiber. So it's 
possible to prepare greater 
yields of high-quality bagasse 
pulps at lower costs, 

"Potential Svailability of ba- 
gasee papers made possible by 
this work should have farreach- 
ing effects in improving social 
and economic conditions in less- 


developed countries. 

"Extended | semicommercial- 
scale studies were recently,com- 
pleted under USDA contract at 
the New York State College of 
Forestry, Syracuse. These show- 
ed that fine bleached papers and 
newsprint, as well ad superior 
corrugating medium and liner 


for container boards, can bej. 


made from depithed -bagasse 
pulped by the mechanochemical 
Process, and also from blends of 
depithed bagasse pulp and kraft 
wood pulp. 

“In Louisiana and Florida, 
where the 900,000 tons of Unit- 
ed States bagasse are produced 
annually, some of the bagasse 
is processed into poultry litter. 


“Potential industrial useful- 
ness of bagasse was increased 
-|when the Northern Branch de- 
veloped practical ways of re- 
moving pith from fiber. Com- 
mercial-scale trials of one 
method indicate that these pro- 
cedures are entirely feasible for 
operation at sugar mills. 
"Sugar extraction yields an- 
other byproduct — blackstrap 
molasses, the sirupy residue of 
sugarcane juice left after ex- 
traction. Our potential market 
for molasses as feed is estimate- 
ed at nearly a billion gallons a 
year. 

“One of the most promising 
methods {dr using pith is to 
take advantage of its high ab- 
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sorption value for blackstrap 
molasses — more than three 
times higher than for many 
common absorbents — and use 
the pith as a dry-form molasses 
carrier, More than 70 percent 
of our blackstrap can be mixed 
with pith’ to produce a solid, 
easily transportable, high-en- 
ergy ingredient that livestock 
relish, 

“Our commercial exploitation 
of bagasse is already being ex- 
panded. In addition to making 
insulating boards and *plastics 
compounds from -bagasse in 
Louisiana, a ‘paper mill is pro- 
ducing 20,000 to 25,000 tons of 
bleached papers annually from _ 
whole bagasse.”
